The fertility of the soil and the crop 
producing capacity is determined by 
the percentage of nitrogen, phosphor- 
us, calcium and magnesium in the 
soil. This contradicts the common 
belief that with an abundance of mois- 
ture soils will produce crops for ever. 
Experiments show that nitrogen is 
apt to be the first to play out. Soils 
with a low percentage of nitrogen 
should be replenished often by a crop 
of legumes as clover, alfalfa and such.

rights. This generous Act brought 
its own reward in 1775 to the British, 
when the Americans invaded Canada, 
for it rallied the French-Canadians to

pire In the year 1791 Canada was 
given a new.

Indifference, 
ignorance and carelessness, and other malevolent 
forces meant a total loss and gross damage to Canada 
lust yenr cstimated at $7,468,048. Since the exploita- 
tion of Canadian forests first began it is estimated 
that from four to five times the amount ef timber 
aelually used has been burned through forest fires, 
When it is realized that the forests are the second 
greatest source of wealth, agriculture being first, the 
waste from forest fires each year can only be likened 
to the damage done if four-fifths of Canada's great 
field crops were destroyed each year, 

Forest: week has been observed this) year in 
Canada from April 25 to 80, coming in the middle of 
the season when forest fires are often most serious, 
Perhaps the greatest offenders against the national 
wealth of the country during the summer and fall 
months are a great army of tourists and campers 
which invades the woods from the Pacifie to) the

ENGLAND 


The principal cities of England are: 
London, with 7,000,000 inhabitants; 
Birmingham, 800,000; Liverpool, 763,- 
00; Manchester, 713,000; Sheffield, 
470,000; Bristol, 361,000; Bradford, 
250,000. 

The Established Church of England 
is Protestant Episcopal, which has 
2,500,000 communicants. The non- 
comformist churches hava /2,000,000 
members, and the Roman Catholics: 
about the same number. 

England’s immense commerce is 
aided by an exceedingly large and ef- 
ficient system of railroads amounting 
to a total of 2,500 miles centring in 
London, but covering the whole coun: | 
try, particularly in the north.
